Such, for instance, was the 
case of Dunlap, of the once celebrated burglar partner- 
ship of Scott and Dunlap, who participated in the 
Northampton Bank burglary. Scott diedin prison and 
a wealthy New York woman spent her timeand money 
in a persistent effort to secure Dunlap’s release—in 
which pursuit she ultimately succeeded, It was thought 
that the convict, given a chance to earn a respectable 
living, might take advantage of it, and it seemed fora 
littie time that he had determined to do so. But a num- 
ber of burglaries in Western cities not farfrom Chicago 
were executed with such skill that they were obviously 
the work of a high class criminal, and suspicion soon 
centred upon Dunlap, and he was sent to the Joliet 
Penitentiary. 

The last “tool man” of any importance to be arrested 
was *“‘Dutch’’ Weber, who was taken in Detroit, and in 
whose possession was found the finest “kit’’ seen in 
many years. George Bliss, a first-class cracksman, 
who used to work with Max Shinburne, is still lving. 
Charley Lowery, who, in his time was known among 
safe beakers as the king of the Middle West, was 
sentenced to prison for a ten years’ term, but took an 
appeal from the verdict and broke away from his cus- 
todians. Sam Perris, otherwise “Worcester Sam,” and 
one of the most remarkable criminals ever known in 
this country, is stil alive. When a gang led by Perris 
was to break irito a bank it was his custom to meet the 
members at a crossroads near the scene of the proposed 
burglary and to leave them immediately after the rob- 
bery had been accomplished. Perris trusted nobody and 
took every method in his power to avoid placing bim- 
self wl <ne he could be identified by associates inclined 
to turn State’s evidence.

The “‘gay cat,”’ while tramping, peddling or begging 
makes a study of the local freight time tables, learns 
where the water tanks and coal shutes are, which are 
the best points for boarding “getaway”’ trains; finds out 
where handcars are kept and where horses and buggies 
may be stolen by the “ Yeggs’’ if they are close pressed. 

Safe burglary, like other trades, has its season, which 
begins when the nights grow long and ends when they 
begin to shorten. For his own reasonsthe*Yeggman” 
will not operate on moonlight nights. He knows that 
the darker the night the sater his work, and the less the 
likelihood of his being observed. 

Most “Yeggmen” now operate on bank vaults and 
safes with nitro-glycerine, but in some instances dyna- 
mite is employed. The more skilled of them under- 
stand that nitro-giycerine is extracted from dynamite 
by a simple process, The more careful members carry 
the nitro-glycerine in rubber water bags, but sometimes 
reckless “Yeggemen” transport it in 


ordinary glass 


bottles, vastly increasing the danger from accident. 


Nitro-glycerine is known as “‘the oil.”” There are usual- 
ly two “inside men,’ who use the explosive in blowing 
bank vaults or safes, and they select the “outsiders,” or

An unknown correspondent this week inquires who, 
in our opinion, was the greatest lightweight fighter in 
America, and supplement his inquiry by suggesting 
that Joe Gans, of Baltimore, easily occupies that pre- 
eminent position. I take issue with him on the ques- 
tion, and emphatically express the opinion that Jack 
McAuliffe, of Brooklyn, had Gans skinned to a finish, 
and waseven a better man than Kid 
won the title of world’s champion from Dick Burge, 
of England. As Otto Floto says: I have seen all the 
boxing champions in action, and there never was,a 
man with the fighting head on his shoulders that 
McAulifie possessed, unless we take the single excep- 
tion of Tommy Ryan, who is about as shrewd and who 
knows what to do in the ring at the proper time as 
well as any man that ever lived. 

I saw Ryan have a close call with Billy McMillan, in 
Indiana, and only his head work, ably assisted by 
Louie Houseman, enabled him to pull through a win- 
ner on that occasion, Again I watched Ryan when he 
fought Danny Needham in Minneapolis, and after he 
had allowed Danny to fight himself out, Ryan turned

There is all the difference in the world in fighting in 
nicely beated clubs with police protection. But in the 
days when McAuliffe and Ryan won their spurs it was 
a case of “finish fight with skin gloves” all the time.
